Sacred Harmonie Society, Exeter Hall.—Last night Haydn’s ora- 
torio, the Creation, was repeated at Exeter Hall, before one of the very 
fullest and most enthusiastic audiences of the season. The performance 
of this magnificent production of gerius, by the Sacred Harmonic Society, 
is always sure to prove attractive ; but, yesterday, it was especially so, in- 
asmuch as Madame Caradori Allan, Herr Staudigl, and Braham, exe- 
cuted all the lovely and varied airs and fine recitatives of the oratorio. 
It is now exactly 50 years since the Creation was composed by Haydn, 
after his second visit to England; and yet, after its half century of fre- 
quent repetitions, the endless variety, its sweet and pathetic, its vividly 
descriptive and powerfully sublime music, is ever welcome, and wearies 
not. And vet this great work was commenced by the composer in his 
63rd year, when most men have bid farewell to the energy and briliancy 
of matured intellect. The introductory instrumental symphony, descrip- 
tive of the primeval confusion of the elements, was excellently given; and 
Staudigl’s “ In the beginning,” was an equally successful commencement 
of the vocal portions of the oratorio. In “ Rolling and foaming billows,” 
he was also most powerful and effective. 

The chorus and trio ‘“ The Heavens are telling,” were beautiful in the 
extreme, Madame Caradori Allan, Braham, and Staudigl exerted them- 
selves therein very successfully. The choruses, indeed, throughout were 
admirably managed, and aided, in no slight measure, to the excellent and 
perfect effect of the tout ensemble. The recitative and air, “ Now Hea- 
ven in fullest glory shone,” were exquisitely sung by Staudigl, who was 
encored therein, and most deservedly. Braham’s greatest effort of the 
evening was the execution of the air “ In native worth ;” but the reci- 
tative ‘‘ In rosy mantle appears’ was likewise very beautiful. Madame 
Caradori Allan, too, merits no slight or niggardly praise for her share in 
the evening’s performances. Perhaps she was best, however, in the duets, 
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“ By thee with bliss,” and ‘ O star the fairest,” in both of which Herr 
Staudigl right excellently supported her. Indeed, altogether, the entire 
oratorio was admirably executed in every portion. The band and chorus 
are truly “complete in every department ;”’ and the Creation can seldom 
have been more satisfactorily or more beautifully performed. So much 
for the past, and now a word for the future. Mendelssohn will conduct 
the oratorio of St. Paul on the 28th inst.
